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NEW LINEUP SEEN IN INDIANA 


HOPE CONDITIONS WILL CHANGE 








Visit of Manager Halle Caused Indiana 
League to Agree to Cooperation in 
the Field 





Indianapolis, Dec 19.—(Special Corre- 
spondence. )—The new line up of the field 
associations if adhered to conscientiously 
will no doubt save the day for Indiana 
local agents. 

A committee from the Indiana State 
Board visited Chicago last week to tell 
the governing committee of the union 
what had been done and to talk over the 
rebellion of local agents at a number of 
points who refuse to get the advance. 

While in Chicago, this field committee 
was informed that these points must be 
brought into line or rates would be de- 
clared off. In fact, the members of the 
committee had the law laid down with no 
frills. It is learned that the authorities in 
Chicago, tired of the tactics pursued by 
the league, had decided to open rates in 
four or five towns where the agents re- 
fuse to get the tariff. 

Result of Manager Halle’s Visit 

The visit of Manager E. G. Halle of 
the Germania to this city last week saved 
the day. He came here to straighten out 
the tangles and learn the cause of the 
bitter feud in the state. Union managers 
had told him he had not received a clear 
idea of the situation. The Germania is 
a dominant factor in the league and was 
counted the key to the situation. 

Mr. Halle in his room at the Claypool 
held a private conference, where results 
were manifest at the Indiana League 
meeting which followed. 

Work of Joint Committees 

It is now believed that joint commit- 
tees will be able to straighten out troubled 
towns. Moreover, the league will declare 
the advance off in towns where the Dean 
schedule has been applied and agree to 
get the tariff at all points. The league 
will get a week’s notice of joint commit- 
tee meetings and will unite in rate pro- 
mulgations. The league claimed it has 
not received sufficient notice of joint 
meetings nor has it been properly re- 
cognized in field operations, so it says. 

Situation Had Become Tense 


The situation became tense here and 
the break was sure to come unless a truce 
was struck. Evansville, always in disor- 
der, joined the ial procession after it 

romised to be good. 

: Now the joint committee of the field 
clubs will meet every week to discuss 
conditions, arrange for meetings and 
work out plans to keep the peace where 
tiot has broken out. The agents have 
been encouraged to be rebellious because 
of the fight between the companies. 

Attitude to Sellers’ Bureau 

Some of the nonunion companies are 
holding back from subscribing to the rates 
of the new Sellers’ bureau because they 
allege the surplus goes back to the West- 
ern Union. This, say the union crowd, 
is pure fiction. 

How It Is Viewed In Chicago 

‘Some Chicago managers are not in- 
clined to view the perching of the dove 
on Indiana soil as being of long duration. 
They declare that while the larger non- 
union companies can be lined up the 
numerous small companies are causing no 
end of trouble. They have never had a 
taste of war and hence do not hesitate to

WANT FLAT ADVANCE REPEALED 


UNION MANAGERS’ 





CONFERENCE 





Strong Element Declares Percentage 
Increase Is the Cause of the 
Many Rate Difficulties 





_ At the conference of managers belong- 
ing to the Western Union in Chicago last 
week there was much interesting com- 
ment on the rate situation in the west at 
the present time. Conditions have 
reached a point where a number of prom- 
inent companies feel that something will 
have to be done to relieve the tenseness. 
The meeting showed that there were two 
parties, one desiring the flat advance to 
be repealed and the other believing that 
such action would bring on a vast amount 
of work and many complications and 
probably place the business before the 
public in a wrong light. 

A vote is now being taken as to 
whether the advance shall be repealed. 

Advocate Repeal of the Advance 

Those advocating the repeal of the ad- 
vance claim that the present course is 
nothing less than suicidal. Both agents 
and the assured are up in arms against it 
and it is impossible to collect it. Com- 
panies are seeing good business going off 
their books every day to competitors. The 
flat advance, according to these managers, 
cannot be defended, is illogical and is 
nothing but a trouble breeder. They say 
that regardless of the heavy loss at San 
Francisco the city was too far away to 
have any effect in this part of the coun- 
try and the people only look at the record 
in the western section, which has been 
profitable for the last five years. 

Increase in Competition 

Numerous companies have extended 
their operations into the west and they 
are all nonunion. The mutuals and 
Lloyds have been making hay while the 
sun shines, especially as to the best class 
of sprinkled risks and well constructed 
buildings. Every new company except 
one, which is in process of organization, 
will operate outside of the union. Com- 
petition is thus heightened to a degree 
that has not been experienced before. 
These managers say that they will not 
stand the strain much longer, and will 
have to protect their companies’ inter- 
ests. 

What the Opponents Say 

Those who oppose the repeal of the ad- 
vance sdy that the classes have been no- 
toriously unprofitable on which the in- 
crease was made and together with the 
San Francisco loss there should am- 
ple defense for the action taken, The 
attempt to repeal the advances at the 
present time, they argue, would mean 
cancellation and rewriting of policies and 
rebates to cover the advance, flooding 
the offices with work which at this 
time of the year and for the next month 
will be at high tide anyway. The 
trouble is due to lack of backbone, these 
men argue. 

Where the Trouble Comes In 

The companies agree that the main dis- 
satisfaction in the field is due to the flat 
advance, as the assured seems to think 
it is only a plan to get more money with- 
out adequate cause. It is a flat increase 
added to what he considers his legitimate 
rate. Where schedules, which have been 


constructed on a reasonable basis, are ap- 
lied, offices do not experience much trou- 
le in getting the rates, because these

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ATTITUDE OF THE DUBUQUE F. & M. 


POSITION AS TO REINSURANCE 





Says If German National Has Not 
Enough Funds It Will Retire From 
Some Risks 





Secretary Schrup of the Dubuque has 
sent out the following circular as to the 
reinsurance of the German National, 
which will be read with interest by 
insurance men: 

“In reply to numerous inquiries, we 
have to state that on Nov. 19 the 
Dubuque Fire & Marine Insurance 
Company entered into an agreement 
with the German National Insurance 
Company of Chicago to reinsure and 
take over the risk on all policies then 
in full force and effect, on payment of 
an agreed percentage of the unearned 
premium, as may be shown by a sched- 
ule of said business to be furnished 
before the close of the year 1906. 

May Retire from Some Risks 

“The contract further provides that 
in case there should not be sufficient 
funds available to pay for all the busi- 
ness in force, then we may designate 
from what particular risks we shall be 
relieved after the filing of the required 
schedule. _ 

“We feel satisfied that the funds al- 
ready delivered to us are ample to pay 
for all the risks located in the territory 
in which the Dubuque is now authorized 
to do business, in the states of Iowa, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Colorado, Missouri, Michigan, Indiana, 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Maryland, 
New York, and including the states of 
Ohio and Kansas, to which we have 
made application for admission. 

Losses arid Return Premiums 

“While any loss that may occur under 
German National policies will be 
promptly adjusted, payment cannot be 
made until the receiver furnishes the 
schedule of policies in full force and 
effect. This must, of course, also apply 
to requests for return premium on any 
policies that may be surrendered for 
cancellation 

“Answering further inquiries, there is 
no need for any specia! endorsement on 
any German National policies reciting 
the fact that it reinsured in the Du- 
buque Fire & Marine. That is all 
covered by the reinsurance contract. A 
special endorsement will not make a 
valid policy any stronger, nor revive 
an invalid policy.”

The case brought in the Chicago 
courts by Cullon Bros., general agents 
of the Traders at Birmingham, Ala., 
to set aside the receivership and get a 
receiver apointed for the reinsurance 
reserve, has been thrown out of court. 
The contention was that the firm had 
lost considerable money on return pre- 
miums and the reserve should not be 
held to pay losses but unearned pre- 
miums. Also it was declared by the 
plantiffs the loss claimants had re- 
course on the stockholders under the 
California personal liability law.

It is 
expected that claimants will try to 
effect an agreement for suits in the 
federal court to escape the hostile tem- 
per of juries in tobacco districts.

San Francisco, Dec. 19.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—Geo. E. Butler of Ross, 
Cal., who was appointed by the Bureau 
of Corporations at Washington to con- 
duct a special investigation of the loss 
payments in this city, has sent out blanks 
to all the companies directly involved. 
He was formerly coast manager for the 
Phoenix of England and Providence 
Washington. His inquiries are:

1. Amount of insurance loss -in burned 
district.

Seek High Pressure Service 

Supervisors passed to print an ordi- 
nance declaring the board’s intention to 
submit to the people the question of 
issuing bonds to cover the cost of es- 
tablishing an auxiliary salt water fire 
protection system and calling on the city 
engineer to prepare plans and specifica- 
tions and an estimate of the cost. 

Atlanta-Birmingham Meeting 

A meeting was held by policyholders 
of the Atlanta-Birmingham and a com- 
mittee was elected to discover the best 
method of pressing the claims of those 
interested. Bush Finnell, attorney for 
the insurance company at whose instance 
the meeting had been called, announced 
that he had just received a telegram 
from former President Dargan stating 
that the Alabama department had put the 
company in the hands of a receiver and 
that therefore further negotiations would 
have to cease. Some of the heaviest 
policyholders who were not present at 
the meeting, it was announced, had al- 
ready engaged attorneys, who will shortly 
go to Atlanta to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the situation. 

Welch on Both Sides 

Ira Welch, who adjusted losses for 
the Svea, also acted as adjuster for the 
assured in some cases. Recently he ad- 
vertised in the papers, agreeing to pur- 
chase claims against companies that are 
seeking heavy compromises, saying he 
— pay more than the companies of- 
ered.

Washington Goes to Coast 

H. B. Washington, of the western de- 
partment of the Hamburg-Bremen at Chi- 
cago, has been placed in charge of the 
Pacific coast business of the company, 
with the title of agency superintendent, 
pending a final readjustment of the com- 
pany’s affairs in that section.

ROYAL TO RESPECT ALL RIGHTS 





Secretary Putnam of the National As- 
sociation Makes a Statement as 
to Situation 





Boston, Mass., Dec. 19.—(Special.)— 
Secretary Putnam of the National As- 
sociation of Local Fire Insurance Agents 
said to-day that some correspondence 
had occurred with Law Brothers of the 
Royal relative to the matter of the ex- 
pirations of former German of Freeport 
agents and that a satisfactory under- 
standing had been’ reached. Law 
Brothers ask that the business of the 
German which the Royal purchased 
shall be carried to expiration, while, on 
the other hand, they announce that they 
will make no attempt to disturb the 
renewals of former German agents at 
expiration. Considerable apprehension 
existed among agents in regard to the 
probable attitude of the Royal in this 
matter, and inquiries were made of the 
National association leading up to the 
correspondence referred to. Secretary 
Putnam states that he saw no reason 
why German agents, where they felt 
sure that their interest in the renew- 
als would be recognized by the Royal, 
should not be glad to carry the business 
to expiration. Such cancellations as 
have occurred have undoubtedly been 
largely due to the fear that their ex- 
piration rights might not be observed. 


In the south the Royal is using the 
following renewal agreement on German 
of Freeport business: ; 

In consideration of the undertaking and 
guarantee by the Royal Insurance Com- 
pany, which is attached to and forms part 
of Policy No. —— of the German Insur- 
ance Company of Freeport, and in the 
further consideration that the Policy 
No. —— is not cancelled, the undersigned 
agrees and is bound at the expiration of 
the aforesaid Policy No. —— to take and 
receive of the Royal Insurance Company a 
like policy for the same amount and to 
pay a premium therefor at the rate of 
premium then current on the same prop- 
erty described in Policy No. ——.

Among the Rock Island 
people back of the American National 
are: Denkmann, lumber manu- 
facturer; H. E. Casteel, president Rock 
Island National Bank; Phil Mitchell, 
president State Bank and president Rock 
Island Plow Company; White, 
wholesale druggist; Hon. E. W. Hurst, 
attorney. The local backing at Rock 
Island is first class. 

Mr. Cleaveland has a large union 
agency at Rock Island, representing thir- 
ty-four companies. It is understood he 
will not represent the new company 
locally and thus will not mix his agency.

The assured, 
however, declare that the present rates 
without the recent advance will give the 
companies a nice profit.

PROGRESS OF THE JEFFERSON 


The progress made by the Jeffersoa of 
Philadelphia this year is worthy of note. 
Although over fifty years old, the com- 
pany confined its business mostly to Penn- 
sylvania until within a few years, when 
it appointed agents in a few large west- 
ern cities with privileges to write any- 
where in their states. Its net premium 
income never ran above $86,000 and last 
year was about $76,000. When H. H. 
Rimington became managing underwriter 
early this year he decided to write about 
$200,000 this year. Following the San 
Francisco fire it was decided to expand, 
and the company will write about $600,- 
ooo net premiums this year. Its loss ratio 
so far has been only about 19 percent in- 
cluding about $24,000 San Francisco 
losses.

LIABILITY OF A LIGHTING CCMPANY 

Several supreme courts have held that 
the electric service company ts negligent 
and liable for damages in personal injury 
cases where, through the absence 
proper grounds on transformer second- 


i the interior wiring becomes acci- 
dentally charged with high potential cur- 
rent and inflicts an injury upon a person 
coming into contact with a conductor - 
fitting. The courts have held that — 
protection to life afforded by the geo ™ 
ing of transformer secondaries 1s we 
known and there is no excuse for neglect- 
ing this precautionary measure. It is 
believed that the same liability on the 
part of the lighting company exists where 
fire ensues under the above circum- 
stances. — 
ay prosecuting suits for damages it 1s 
necessary to establish the fact that the 
secondaries were charged with high 
potential current, also how this pom 
brought about. If the rupture of the 
transformer insulation is the direct cause 
of the accident, it should be possible to 
indicate the individual transformer re- 
sponsible for the trouble, and if the cross- 
ing of primary and secondary wires 1s oe 
sponsible for introducing high potentia 
current into building, it is desirable to 
know where this cross took place. In 
order to obtain this important informa- 
tion a careful examination must be made 
as promptly as possible after the acci- 
dent occurs. Delay in making these im- 
vestigations permits the service company 
to remove all evidence as to the cause 0 
the trouble, making it difficult to discover 
absolute proof of the companys neg- 
ligence. - eet

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German of Freeport Agents Seem Un- 
decided—“Trust Busting” at Lima—

The German of Freeport business is 
still an absorbing topic in state circles. 
The fact that except where the Royal 
is placing an agent, most agents are as 
yet undecided as to what to do with the 
business and are inclined to distribute it 
among their other companies rather than 
to take the agency for a new com- 
pany, makes the situation all the more 
interesting. With the exception of Cin- 
cinnati the agents in the larger cities 
are not taking the Royal. In Ohio the 
Germania seems to be in the lead in 
getting German business. Another large 
company is said to have offered 5 percent 
excess commission. The Connecticut, al- 
though it at first made some advances 
to certain agencies, found that they were 
not kindly disposed toward making 
transfers of the business entire, and de- 
cided to make no special drive for Ger- 
man agents. There is remarkably little 
apparent activity, but the competition 
along certain lines is none the less in- 
tense. 


Those two popular field men, B. R. 
McClintock of the Western and British 
America, and B. Goodwin of the 
Etna, who have been seriously ill, are 
both greatly improved. Mr. Goodwin left 
the hospital last Saturday, but will not 
be ready for work for a number of 
weeks. Mr. McClintock is better and has 
been removed from the hospital to his 
home. To them both a Merry Christmas, 
a Happy New Year and a speedy re- 
covery. ° 

The famous order of the Blue Goose 
will, it is whispered, extend the field of 
its beneficence to Ohio very shortly. It 
has been a foregone conclusion for some 
time that Ohio would get into line with 
a vigorous chapter. The movement ap- 
pears to be general, with “Charlie” 
Hecox and “Mack” McCormick sprouting 
feathers a little faster than anyone else.

Up at Lima, where the trust-busting 
virus has entered the blood, and where 
John D. Rockefeller and the Standard 
Oil Company have been “getting theirs” 
of late months, some local agent, to the 
writer unknown, has been trying to pick 
up a few premiums in the popular ex- 
citement. One of the local papers hgad- 
lines this canny individual as a trust- 
buster, and says that the “combine in- 
surance agents are badly demoralized by 
the situation prevailing.” Here is a speci- 
men statement in the article: 

It is a matter in which every property 
holder of the city is vitally interested, and 
when each has an opportunity to place 
their insurance with the concerns this 
agent represents, an opportunity is given 
to deliver a blow at a trust that has been, 
so far as the people of Lima are concerned, 
a far worse enemy than any other trust by 
which the country is afflicted, taking out 


more dollars than any other, without just 
cause. 


At the best the public is at the mercy 
of the insurance companies, as witness the 
conduct of the majority of the companies 
involved in the San Francisco disaster, 
where risks were cancelled right and left 
and responsibility repudiated. Where 
property owners, after paying into the in- 
surance companies’ coffers for years, with 
no returns or practically none, were given 


the cold shoulder when the time of need 
came. 


One of the pleasant events of the week 
was the annual banquet of the Marion 
fire insurance locals, which was held 

onday evening, Dec. 10. A_ seven- 
course dinner was served, and after cigars 
had been lighted various topics were dis- 
cussed in able papers.

Frank Carroll’s Patent 


F. C. Carroll, the well-known ad- 
juster of Cleveland, has patented an 
insulated wire that is so constructed 
that, if grounded by wearing of insu- 
lation or becoming wet, the current will 
be cut off before any damage can be 
done. The live wire is insulated in the 
ordinary way, but in the covering are 
placed four small copper strands which, 
when the current escapes from the live 
wire, intercept it and carry it to a 
magnet on the switchboard, which shuts 
off the current. A fuse box may be 
used instead of a _ switchboard. Mr. 
Carroll says that the cost of making 
this wire will be little greater than the 
ordinary wire. 





Continental Wins Suit 

The Continental won the suit brought 
at Cincinnati by Herman Bartels and 
the Independent Brewing Company, 
growing out of a fire in 1903. John 
Heckle & Sons, who placed the insur- 
ance on the brewery, took verbal bind- 
ers from several agents.

MICHIGAN AND INDIANA. 


AMONG DETROIT UNDERWRITERS 








Prospects Are Now Good For An Ex- 
cellent Showing Unless Big 
Fire Comes 





Detroit, Mich. Dec. 19.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—I have been buzzing 
around among the agents trying to find 
something new. Things are quiet, of 
course, at this season. There is no 
great increase in lines. Agents are fig- 
uring now as to the profits of their 
business and hoping no severe losses 
may be made before the year closes. 
I think the companies have had a very 
profitable year in Detroit, although no 
agent wants to say much until the 
year closes. 


A few days ago I received a letter 
from an agent in the northern part of 
the state who had represented the Royal 
for years, stating that the Royal had, 
without solicitation, sent its supplies to 
an agent of the German, requesting him 
to cancel and rewrite all German poli- 
cies in the Royal; also giving him a 
commission as agent. The agent stated 
that the office was a nonunion one. 
In his letter he asked me what was 
the best thing to do under the cir- 
cumstances. I replied, “Say to the 
Royal that they cannot have your busi- 
ness if they | have the other’s, and it is 
up to them.” I had another letter ad- 
vising me he had acted as suggested 
and had received a reply saying that 
the sending of the supplies to the agent 
was a mistake. The company had or- 
dered them returned. So the matter was 
settled. 


I questioned Bob Sutton’s word a 
short time ago. He laid claim to shoot- 
ing numerous moose and deer, but did 
not prove up. I take it all back. Bob 
sent me two very fine samples of 
moose and deer steak. He shot moose 
and deer, but has not got the green 
out of his hair yet. 

Martin Hennessey of the firm of God- 
frey & Hennessey was arrested on the 
charge of appropriating the firm’s money. 
It seems, by late statement, that he got 
between three to four thousand dollars. 
Marshall Godfrey certainly has hard luck. 
This is the third time he has been a 
victim, but he keeps on going and has 
now landed in an office where he will 
get a square deal. After being in the 
custody of the police for five days, the 
troubles of Hennessey were settied up 
Saturday morning, by the sale of the 
firm of Godfrey & Hennessey to Ray- 
mond & Raymond, general insurance 
agents at 71 Fort street, West. By the 
terms of the sale, the sums due the seven 
fire insurance companies represented by 
Godfrey & Hennessey are to be paid by 
Raymond & Raymond. Marshall H. God- 
frey is to go to work on a salary for 
Raymond & Raymond, and try to carry 
with him all the business he and Hen- 
nessey have been able to work up for 
their firm. The sale does not include the 
transfer of the agency of the seven com- 
panies represented by Godfrey & Hen- 
nessey, but merely the present business 
of the firm. 

Hennessey will not be prosecuted be- 
cause, it is given out, the companies con- 
cerned do not care to prosecute in view 
of the fact that the debts of Godfrey & 
Hennessey are to be paid by Raymond & 
Raymond as part of the purchase price. 


It is reported that J. Guthard & Son 
will do business on a commission basis 
after Jan. 1, with the following compa- 
nies in their office: Germania, Conti- 
nental, Prussian-National and Connecti- 
cut. 


I reported last week that the Guardian 
had established an agency with the 
ae Realty Company. Since that 
time, Mr. Ames, manager of the realty

We have not heard what dis- 
position the Guardian has made of its 
supplies. 


I had the pleasure. of a call from Miss 
Alice B. Angell, Adrian’s leading insur- 
ance agent. She visits Detroit often, but 
I hope she won’t move her office here. 
If she does, someone will be pushed out. 
When a lady takes a notion to go into 
business these days, the man has to move. 
One of the largest agencies in Detroit is 
Raymond & Raymond’s, with Miss Hat- 
tie Raymond at the head of the fire 
department. 


It has been recognized by the city coun- 
cil that one of the greatest hazards we 
have to contend with in the fire insur- 
ance business is the electrical hazard. 
The city ordinance requires a certificate 
from the city electrician that the demands 
of the ordinance are complied with before 
the work is accepted. Though the city 
has tried to enforce this ordinance, some 
pretty poor work has been passed. The 
new act now demands a certificate from 
the electrician of the inspection bureau 
before accepting. This is a good move 
and will bear results. 

In looking over the news as published 
in THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER I| noticed 
that in certain localities rates have 
been adjusted and are higher, also that 
agents refuse to accept the higher rate. 
In Detroit we do not do things that 
way. If our rates are raised, and they 
are from time to time, we swear we 
will not stand for it, but just the same 
we think up some plausible reason for 
the readjustment and manage to get 
the rates. It strikes me that the agent 
who refuses to accept the rates his 
companies make does not represent the 
companies at all.

Natural Gas at Kansas City

was brought up and the following form 
of permit was issued by Manager 
Fetter: 

Permission is hereby granted for the use 
of natural gas for fuel and light, subject 
to the following conditions: 

This company will not be liable for dam- 
age by explosion of natural gas on the 
premises unless fire ensues, and then for 
damage by fire only, it being warranted 
by the assured that the pipes on the 
premises shall be tested to a pressure of 
not less than 10 pounds to the square inch 
before gas is turned on, and that the

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PERCENTAGE ADVANCE 


THE experience in the west, and pre- 
sumably in all sections where a flat per- 
centage advance in rates has been pro- 
mulgated by the fire insurance compa- 
nies, has been identical with similar ac- 
tion in the past. It has aroused the public 
.to hostility. It has driven business to 
outside companies. It has received the 
protests of agents and in some points has 
stirred up a rebellious attitude. 

Such results can always be counted on 
to follow such a course. However justi- 
fiable it may be from the companies’ 
standpoint, it meets with determined op- 
position in the field and it is a line of 
procedure that is difficult to defend. 

The present wave of unrest is due 
largely to the flat advance. Schedule 
rates can be defended. There is some- 
thing tangible to show the assured. The 
flat advance strikes the premium payer 
as a mere device to get more money. 

After this experience we opine that 
so far as the rating authorities in the 
west are concerned, they have had a suffi- 
ciency. After all, in fire insurance as in 
every department of human activity, any 
course of action must be able to be de- 
fended with reason and clearness before 
it meets public approval. 





BEHIND THE SCENES 


IN THESE days agents are showing 
some discrimination as to companies, 
especially the experienced agents. There 
is a certain moral responsibility that 
agents sustain to their customers. Often 
an agent feels it incumbent on himself 
to pay return premiums in case of a 
failure, but this is perhaps an extreme 
view, as agents are not responsible for the 
solvency of companies. Nevertheless, as 
a matter of business expediency, some 
agents feel called upon to protect their 
customers. 

An agent should before taking any 
sort of a company take into considera- 
tion something more than the commission 
paid or the bald financial statement. He 
should satisfy himself as to the integrity, 
experience, ability and temper of the 
management, the history of the company, 
its conduct during great crises. If the 
company is just starting the character 
and quality of the men in charge or the 
financial interests back of it should be 
considered. 

An agent feels doubly humiliated if 
inefficiency at the home office results in 
reinsurance or failure. A company must 
depend upon agents for the profitable 
portion of its business, even if home of- 
fice business covers its own expense. If 
proper management, intelligent under- 
writing, capable accounting and economy 
are not at the home office the agents 
must in time suffer direct money loss, or 
loss of effort and business that will be 
equally serious. 

In some home offices, fortunately they 








are few, the self-constituted underwriters 
lack experience and judgment. Such 
companies cannot stand the competition 
with institutions guided by wisdom, a 
high sense of honor and experience. 





INDIANA CONDITIONS 


INvIANA has had a splendid reputation 
fire insurancewise for cooperation and 
good practices. In fact, its name was 
ever a synonym for successful and 
smoothly running field operations. At 
general offices the Indiana dailies were 
handled with greater ease and dispatch 
than was the case with the business of 
any other state. It seems, in many 
senses, unfortunate that a system that 
had been proved so satisfactory had to 
be disturbed, but the powers that be felt 
that uniformity of procedure was neces- 
sary and Indiana could not stand alone. 

Whether the action, in view of the fine 
record of the state, was wise, we do not 
pretend to say. But with the inaugura- 
tion of the system whereby power is more 
greatly centralized, it would seem that 
further protest and bickering will only 
lead to worse conditions. 

The two field clubs have gotten to- 
gether and promise to cooperate. Co- 
operation is not achieved by resolutions 
or talk. It means genuine harmony of 
action in the field. Back of the pledge 
must be the sincere motive and follow- 
ing it must come that action to show 
that the pledge is worth more than the 
paper on which it is printed. 

The field men of Indiana have had to 
meet many issues that were embar- 
rassing, but they are good fellows and 
want to work for the best welfare of the 
business. It is to be hoped, therefore, that 
in Indiana we will see cooperation that 
really means something. 





NEW CLASS OF AGENTS 
“Wirn the new alignment in life in- 
surance there will develop a new class 
of agents. This will be effected by the 
readjustment of such old agents as will 
readily respond to the better conditions 
and the development of a mew con- 
tingent who have not breathed the con- 
taminated atmosphere of the plunging 
days. The old men, educated in meth- 
ods that called for rebating, deception, 
spectacular methods; allured by bonuses 
and big commissions, will hardly be able 
to adapt themselves to the more normal 
life. Most of them have saved nothing 
from the big sums paid them. It has 
gone back as a rebate or spent lavishly 
to get the business. Completely de- 
moralized by such an education, these 
agents are entering other fields of activ- 
ity or engaging with companies that still 
sit in debauching orgies and need an 
ARMSTRONG committee to expurgate 
them. ‘ 

The life agents who have saved their 
money are the moderate commission 
men. These agents have appreciated 
their mission. They can sell a client a 
policy a second or third time. The 
New York laws will help these men. 

When the new agents are brought 
into the business now they will enter 
into a purer atmosphere. Their training 
will be along saner lines. This new 
class will be a credit to the calling. 
They will work on a 50 percent basis 
or less, and make good money. The 
bright day for legitimate life insurance 
is at hand. 





Personal Side of the 
Insurance Business 


The death of H. W. Magill, Chicago 
manager of the Phenix of Hartford, 
brings out some interesting features. 
The devotion between him and _ his 
father, the late H. M. Magill, was 
most remarkable and beautiful. From 
the day the son left for Harvard Uni- 
versity until the death of the father 
the two exchanged letters every day. 
The son, always in a voice teeming 
with affection, referred to his father 
as “The General.” H. W. Magill never 
recovered from the severe blow of his 
father’s death. He refused to attend 
any banquet after that because General 
Magill died at a banquet. After his 
father’s death, Mr. Magill wrote to his 
mother daily. The mother and sister 
have resided in Pasadena, Cal., since 
General Magill’s demise. 

Next to his father in the affection 
of his heart was H. H. Heafford, gen- 
eral adjuster of the Phoenix at Chicago, 
into whose keeping the fond father 
placed the son when the latter came 
to Chicago. Mr. Heafford was “the 
Judge,” and when he was referred to 
there came that same tender, mellow 
tone of expression that was spoken 
when “the General” was named. In 
cases of doubt or when words of coun- 
sel were needed, Mr. Magill went to 
“the Supreme Court,” meaning Mr. 
Heafford. 

Mr. Magill had two close friends in 
Chicago in the business, Cyrus A. 
Hardy and Charles N. Bishop. They 
were the last agents to leave the old 
Bryan block, and were on the same 
floor in the National Life building. 
They formed a notable trio, who usu- 
ally lunched together and fought the 
battles of the business side by side. 
The day Mr. Magill left for Pasadena 
he summoned his two cronies. Until 
Mr. Bishop married, a few years ago, 
the three were bachelors. 

Mr. Magill was treasurer of the Chi- 
cago board for many years.. In _ this 
work and all others he followed the 
same methodical system as his father 
did. He kept everything up to date. 
Even before he left for California he 
made a new will. 

Mr. Magill had two hobbies. One 
was the insurance patrol. and on the 
patrol committee with him were his 
fast friends, Hardy and Bishop. They 
took much pride in it. 

Then, his interest in fires and losses 
was intense. He had an alarm in his 
office and room and started to the 
scene of action whenever a 4-II came 
in. He knew all the members of the 
patrol by name, looked after their wel- 
fare. and went to fires to see how the 
work of the patrol and fire department 
could be improved. 

Mr. Magill was ill with bronchitis 
for five weeks before he left for Pasa- 
dena. He was ordered by his physician 
to go to California for the winter, and 
had been there three weeks. 

Neither mother nor sister were able 
to accompany the remains to Cincin- 
nati. His brother, M. E. Magill, Cook 
county special of the Phcenix, went 
with the remains from Chicago to 
Cincinnati. At the latter point the 
interment was made beside the grave 
of the revered father, where the two, 
so strongly attached in life, sleep in 
peace, and beyond the Great Shadow, 
they are united for eternity. 


George W. Law of Law Bros. of the 
Royal. president of the Western Union, 
is taking his annual vacation in Florida, 
which was delayed somewhat owing to 
the German of Freeport reinsurance.

Some Notable Features in 
Alexander Stoddart’s Life 


The death of Alexander Stoddart, 
the originator of the New York Un- 
derwriters Agency, removes a notable 
and forceful character from the field of 
underwriting. Mr. Stoddart had a strong 
hold on the agents, because he always 
treated them honorably. A New York 
Underwriters’ agent was allowed full 
sway and authority in his own baliwick. 
but was not permitted to poach on 
other preserves without consent of the 
resident agent and the proper commis- 
sion being given to the resident agent. 
If by any chance Mr. Stoddart’s office 
in New York wrote business in any 
agent’s territory, the latter was fur- 
nished a duplicate daily, and a check 
for the full commissions. The agents 
knew they could rely on receiving 
equitable and square treatment in every 
way, and Mr. Stoddart exacted the 
same in return. He was a Scotchman 
by birth and he possessed the shrewd- 
ness and sagacity of his blood to a 
remarkable degree. To all who dealt 
with him on the square, he was ever 
a friend; for others he had contempt. 

»” * «x 

New York Underwriters’ special 
agents have lined up strongly in com- 
parison with the field forces of other 
companies. Mr. Stoddart paid good 
salaries, and he expected good service. 
He made his special agents responsible 
for the success of their territory. 

An incident is related of him in 
connection with the visit of a western 
field man to the home office, which is 
most characteristic. His state for 
some months had experienced a_ high 
loss ratio. During this visit the special 
asked Mr. Stoddart what, in his opin- 
ion, was the cause of the bad record. 

“To find the cause,” said Mr. Stod- 
dart, “is what I employed you to dis- 





cover. I am buying your brains. I do 
not agree to furnish them to you. 
When I call a field man in, I expect 
him to give me some __ information 
about his territory and not me _ to 
furnish him knowledge. Here is your 
ticket and berth home. Go back and 


find out about those losses.” 

Mr. Stoddart was as true to his field 
men as his local agents. He stayed I 
them loyally until he found a man was 
incompetent or disloyal. 


* * * 

Mr. Stoddart was a man of few 
words. He did not shine as a brilliant 
star in meetings. His work was done 
quietly, but he always secured results. 

He was the originator of the joint 
policy or “annex” system. Back in 
1864 he united the Germania, Hanover. 
Niagara and Republic into the New 
York Underwriters Agency. West of 
Ohio this joint policy was written, but 
in the east the companies retained their 


individuality. He had the plan copy- 
righted. 
Later the Germania and Hanover 


were the two companies in the agency. 
and succeeding them the Hanover and 
Citizens of New York. 

Then when Mr. Stoddart foresaw a 
break in his system, he began casting 
about for a new arrangement. He pre- 
sented the proposition to President 
Chase of the Hartford, but the di- 
rectors of the company were not favor- 
able. He then began using pressure on 
others, and when the matter was being 
seriously considered by competitors, 
President Chase succeeded in swinging 
his directors to agree te purchase the 
plan, plant and business. 

It was then that the New York Un- 
derwriters opened all parts of the coun- 
try. It has maintained an_ entirely 
independent course from the Hartford, 
but has been a great feeder for that 
company. 

> * * 

Mr. Stoddart has always been on the 
defensive with his institution. It was 
a novel plan and met with criticism and 
opposition. The most relentless hos-

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SCENES WERE UNPRECEDENTED 





Results of the Official Count Will Not 
Be Known for Some Weeks to 
; Come 





New York, N. Y., Dec. 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The election of trustees in the 
New York Life and Mutual Life was 
held yesterday and both the administra- 
tion and the International Policyholders 
Committee claim the victory. The offi- 
cial count, however, cannot be an- 
nounced for some time. 

The scenes in both offices were some- 
thing heretofore unknown. Many men 
of prominence came to deposit votes 
and proxies. A number of individual 
policyholders voted, and the mail dur- 
ing the day was exceedingly heavy. 
The five inspectors in each office stood 
behind a large counter to receive the 
yotes, the ballot box being a huge 
white pine affair. At the New York 
Life office W. N. Cromwell and J. H. 
McIntosh looked after the interest of 
the company. A number of proxy- 
holders were examined by Mr. Unter- 
myer of the Policyholders committee, 
and two stenographers took down the 
questions and answers. Agents of the 
company from different parts were 
present with votes and proxies. Mr. 
Untermyer did not get much informa- 
tion from those of whom he asked 
questions, as almost everyone refused 
to answer. 

x* * * 

At the Mutual Life office Attorney 
James M. Beck was present to repre- 
sent the company. 

Among the prominent men who voted 
were Alton B. Parker and John Claflin 
of New York, T. W. Bullitt of Louis- 
ville, C. A. Bond of Ohio, J. H. Eckels 
of Chicago, Julius Fleishman and Com- 
missioner of Police J. H. Dierkes from 
Cincinnati, Richard Olney, H. N Hig- 
inbotham and George R. Scrugham oi 
the International Policyholders Commit- 
tee, President Orr of the New York 


Life, and President Peabody of the 
Mutual, John Wanamaker, Frederic 
Cromwell and Congressman Nicholas 
Longworth. ti 


The offices of the Mutual and New 
York Life were open Sunday in order 
to receive the large amount of mail 
that was coming in with ballots, proxies 
and other literature of the campaign. 
The offices of the International Policy- 
holders Committee were also open Sun- 
day, and a large force has been kept busy 
for some time attending to the sacks of 
mail that reach it. On Saturday, Sun- 
day and Monday the mail at the com- 
panies’ offices and the International com- 
mittee was tremendous. The Interna- 
tional committee still keeps up a brave 
front and claims that its candidates will 
be elected if the votes that it received 
and the postal card canvass are any in- 
dication, 

As the chief watcher for the Interna- 
tional committee at the offices of the 
New York Life, Samuel Untermeyer is 
acting. Louis Marshall is serving in a 
similar capacity at the Mutual Life offi- 
ces. Mr. Untermeyer states that regard- 
less of the outcome of the election, his 
committee will ask for a legislative in- 
vestigation of the manner in which the 
two companies have conducted their cam- 
paigns. 


* * * 
The voting at the Mutual Life was 
conducted in the board of directors 
rooms on the eighth floor. In the New 


York Life the voting was done in a large 
room in the basement. The insurance 
department has had representatives sta- 
tioned in the offices of both companies 
since Oct. 18, when the voting began, to 
receive the ballots and take care of them. 
The ballots have been deposited in safes 
or cabinets, the keys of which have been 
in the custody of the department repre- 
sentatives. Superintendent Kelsey ap- 
pointed the five inspectors of election for 





duties. Deputy R. H. Hunter acted in 
a similar capacity at the Mutual Life 
election. 

Three other companies are holding 
elections, the Equitable, Mutual Reserve 
and Security Mutual, but there are no 
contests. 


The Grand Jury in New York City 
began this week the investigation of the 
New York Life to ascertain whether 
any of the laws had been violated by 
its officers. The grand jury is going 
into the financial transactions of the 
company and some of its officers, to see 
whether anyone was guilty of forgery 
in causing false entries to be made in 
the books to cover questionable trans- 
actions. The financial deals are those 
which were exposed by the Armstrong 
committee. 





Northwestern’s Term Policies 

The Northwestern Mutual announces 
that ten-year renewable term policies 
issued in 1897 can be renewed for the 
second period without increase in pre- 
mium, the surplus accruing during the 
ten years offsetting the increase in pre- 
mium otherwise required. 





Becomes the Security Life 

The Security Life & Annuity of Chi- 
cago has changed its name to the 
Security Life Insurance Company. It 
is now extending its operations to the 
south and has recently entered Florida, 
Georgia and Tennessee. The company 
will show a good statement on Jan. 1, 
with an increase of surplus. 





Increase in Travelers Stock 
Regarding the move to get the char- 
ter of the Travelers amended author- 
izing an increase of capital stock not 
to exceed $10,000,000, President Dun- 
ham says: 


The action of the board does not signify 
that it is the purpose of the company to 
issue additional capital soon or at any 
Gefinite time. It is believed by the mem- 
bers of the board that the recent inquiries 
upon the subject of insurance have opened 
a new and a large field to stock companies 
transacting life and accident insurance and 
that the time may come when additional 
capital can be employed to advantage. It 
is desirable that the company should have 
the authority under its charter to act 
whenever it appears that an increase 
capital is timely and advantageous to the 
interests of the stockholders and the 
policyholders. The San Francisco fire has 
shown how much it is to the advantage of 
rolicyholders to carry their insurance in 
companies backed by great resources. 
While life and accident companies are 
probably not exposed to such extraordinary 
losses as those experienced by the fire com- 
panies in San Francisco, the same argu- 
ment has a distinct application to them. 

The Travelers has grown rapidly in re- 
cent years; has reached large proportions, 
and while its capital of $1,000,000 and sur- 
plus of more than $5,000,000, in addition to 
its legal reserve, are abundant security for 
all its obligations, the time is likely to 
come when additional capital can be in- 
vested with profit to the stockholder and 
for the still more abundant security of the 
policyholders. 





Columbian National’s Industrial 


The report has gained wide currency 
that the Columbian National will dis- 
continue its industrial department. This 
is denied. It is contracting this business 
somewhat and consolidating its debits in 
order to reduce expenses. 





To Sell Over the Counter 

An effort is being made in Boston to 
organize the Mutual Society for Direct 
Life Insurance. It is proposed to raise a 
guaranty fund of $200,000 in order that 
the company may transact business. It 
will be the idea of the society to provide 
life insurance at cost and sell policies over 
the counter. It is stated that the large 
employers, labor organizations, religious 
and social orders will be enlisted in its 
behalf to secure applications and collect 
premium payments without the service of 
solicitors. In many respects it has the 
features of the savings bank insurance 
plan championed by the Massachusetts In- 
surance Savings League. 





Well-Known Actuary Not in Sympathy 
With Many of the Wisconsin 
Bills : 





New York, Dec. 19.—(Special.)—Miles 
M. Dawson, actuary of Armstrong in- 
vestigating committee, and who was en- 
gaged as consulting actuary of Wisconsin 
legislative investigating committee, feels 
that in justice to himself he is obliged 
to announce that the bills reported by 
the last mentioned committee are not in 
conformity with recommendations made 
by him, and that several of them are, in 
his opinion, highly mischievous, uncalled 
for and destructive of the interests of 
policyholders, so much so that if they 
are enacted into law the Northwestern 
Mutual Life’s usefulness will be greatly 
impaired, and no company not domiciled 
in Wisconsin could, with a proper regard 
for its policyholders, continue to do busi- 
ness in that state. The report and find- 
ings of the committee, aside from some 
of the recommendations and bills, were 
not submitted to Mr. Dawson. 





Metropolitan’s Changes 


The Metropolitan Life announces that 
hereafter all its ordinary policies will be 
nonparticipating. In the past it has issued 
its $500 intermediate policy on the par- 
ticipating plan. It was based on indus- 
trial mortality, and the only dividends 
the policyholder was expected to receive 
were from possible mortality savings, the 
loading being on a nonparticipating basis. 
In speaking of commissions the company 
says, “Our new scale of commissions will 
be as high or higher than those hereto- 
fore actually received in cash for their 
own pocket by the agents of participating 
companies.” Its policies will be New 
York standard form. The company has 
applied for permission to issue “modi- 
fied endowment with life option,” “guar- 
anteed increased endowment” and “life 
with reduced premium after twenty 
years” policies. 





Economic Life Is Organized 

The Economic Life of Philadelphia will 
open for business Jan. 1, with $100,000 
paid up capital. Additional stock will be 
sold where the company desires to op- 
erate. It will write only term and 
straight life policies, on a nonparticipat- 
ing basis. It will put up the full reserve 
the first year. The company eliminates 
all investment policies. Lewis A. Smith 
is secretary and Leon R. Bonta, agency 
manager. One of the directors is Presi- 
dent E. C. Irvin of the Fire Association, 
one of the old Philadelphia fire insurance 
companies. 





Much Legislation Feared 

Life men anticipate many bills of many 
kinds in Illinois this year, as the air is 
full of life insurance agitation and many 
legislators feel confident they have the 
panacea for all the ills. 

It is the opinion that the New York 
companies will want the Armstrong laws 
on the ks of most states, as they will 
be handicapped in some ways by com- 
petition of outside companies. Compa- 
nies of other states, therefore, cannot ex- 
pect to receive the support of New York 
companies or their agents if restrictive 
measures come up. This will be a strenu- 
ous year in the legislative grist mill. 





Good Kind of Gospel 

Here are some words of instruction 
from the Reliance Life in its campaign 
for $1,000,000 of December business that 
have the genuine ring to them: 

“We offer no bonus, prizes, or extra 
inducement to agents for this busi- 
ness. We do not want any business 
that is rebated, twisted or secured by 
any other high pressure methods. We 
believe that the writing of this amount 
of good, clean, high-grade insurance is 
a feat not difficult of accomplishment 
by our present splendid agency forces.” 

November business amounted to $490,- 
500. 





TO ISSUE THREE-CENT POLICIES 





Metropolitan and Prudential Announce 
Marked Increase in Benefits to 
Policyholders 





Most sweeping changes ever made in 
the industrial life insurance business in 
this country are announced by the 
Metropolitan and Prudential, to become 
effective immediately after the first of 
the year. They are all in the line of 
greater liberality to the assured, made 
possible by reduced expense ratios and 
the fact that both companies now have 
so broad an experience that they no 
longer need to charge the higher rates 
and give the smaller benefits in order to 
be on the safe side. 

Improvement on Mortality 

The Metropolitan’s present rates are 
based on its own mortality experience of 
1890-1894. Recent investigations of the 
experience of 1896-1905 and 1900-1905 
show a remarkable decrease in mortality 
among white infants, considerable among 
white adults, some among black infants 
and none among black adults for most 
ages. 

For the past ten years the Metropoli 
tan has issued the bulk of its industrial 
business on endowment forms. The com- 
pany finds public sentiment has changed, 
and the new contracts will be on the life 
plan, with premiums payable to age 75 

Greatly Reduced Rates 

Owing to reduced reserves required on 
life as compared to endowment policies, 
reduced loadings, made possible by re 
ductions in expense and a reduced mor 
tality element justified by the company’s 
experience, the new rates will be much 
lower than the old, or, in other words. 
for the same weekly premium the amount 
of imsurance will be much greater. Un 
der the new infantile tables five cents 
a week will buy almost as much insur 
ance as ten did under the old rates. As 
the law limits the amount of insurance: 
that may be carried on an infant, thy 
company has increased the benefits for 
ages above infancy. No infantile policy 
hereafter will be issued for more than a 
five-cent premium, and policies for three 
cents a week, giving proportionate bene 
fits, will be issued. 

Other Important Changes 

Adult policies will show increased in 
surance for the same premium over 
present ones, while under the new poli 
cies premiums will cease at age 75 and 
under the old ones they continued for 
life. 

The company has also issued rates for 
substandard industrial policies maturing 
as endowments at age 80, and also new 
rates for 20-year endowments on stand 
ard lives. 

Immediate benefits have been increased 
to half benefits in case of death during 
the first six months and full benefits 
thereafter. Paid-up policies will be 
granted after three years, instead of 
five; extended insurance will be granted 
after three years, and cash values at 
ten years and thereafter. 

Prudential Makes Similar Changes 

The Prudential announces _ similar 
changes. Its industrial policies will be 
come paid up at age 75. Under infantile 
policies, insurance for a given premium 
will be almost doubled, and under adult 
policies largely increased. Policies will! 
provide for half benefits during the first 
six months and full benefits thereafter, 
paid-up values after three years, cash 
values at the end of ten years and there- 
after. Three-cent policies will be issued 
Twenty-year endowments are provided 
for. The company will continue to issue 
infantile limited payment life and en- 
cowment policies. Because of more lib- 
eral benefits all industrial policies here- 
after issued by the Prudential will be 
nonparticipating.

NEW COMMISSIONS 


President McMullen of National Life 
Underwriters Association Comments 
on Compensation 


At the recent meeting of the Rochester 
Life Underwriters Association, Presi- 


dent McMullen of the National associa- 
tion said in part: 

The new insurance laws, in so far as 
they affect the agent, are based upon the 
fallacious theory that investment or bank- 
ing has no proper place in connection with 
life insurance; that the only true function 
of a life insurance company is to furnish 
indemnity against death at the lowest 
possible cost; and therefore, the compensa- 
tion to the agent for selling insurance 
should be based upon the whole life policy 
—a policy not especially attractive to the 
average man, because it contemplates the 
payment of premiums during life—one 
never gets through paying. 

As a matter of fact, old-age or endow- 
ment insurance is quite as important as 
insurance against death during man’s pro- 
ductive period of life. It is almost im- 
possible for the man of average income to 
save any considerable amount from his 
earnings. He must, therefore, protect his 
family against penury and want in event 
of his early death, and at the same time 
create a small fund for his own old age. 
Experience demonstrates that these objects 
can best be accomplished by an endowment 
policy, which almost compels an annual 
saving. Why then should an agent receive 
no more for inducing a man to invest $50 
soon benefit of himself and family than 

Under the new conditions the agent is to 
receive substantially the same amount in 
dollars and cents for selling one thousand 
of endowment insurance calling for an an- 
nual premium of $50 as for selling one 
thousand of whole life calling for an annual 
premium of $10. This feature of the law 
is manifestly unjust. 

It would be quite as rational for the 
legislature to pass a law limiting the profit 
on the sale of a $5 Dunlap hat to that on 
a $2 hat—both are hats. I believe that the 
commission payable on whole life policies 
under the new law is adequate and as high 
as it should be, but no higher, in the best 
interest of all concerned, but the commis- 
sions on endowments and some forms of 
limited payment life policies are unjustly 
low for reasons above set forth. 

The collection fee fixed by law is too 
low. No general agent can afford to col- 
lect premiums, adjust death losses, make 
losses, and do a thousand and one other 
necessary things for his policyholders for 
2 percent. 

This leads me to say that the general 
agent is hit harder by the new laws than 
the solicitor, for the reason that commis- 
sions are so low as to make it impossible 
for the general agent to retain a sufficient 
margin on the business of subagents to 
pay expenses and leave anything like a 
fair profit. However, I believe the law- 
makers will ultimately recognize the fact 
that the life insurance laborer is worthy 
of his hire, and make amendments. 

Somewhat lower first-year commissions 
were necessary and desirable, but because 
of the unusual conditions and undue haste 
with which the new laws were formulated 
and enacted, they went beyond reasonable 
bounds.

Talks on Government Insurance 


At the meeting of the Cleveland As- 
sociation of Life Underwriters, held at 


the Colonial Hotel, Herman Fellinger 
of the Security Mutual Life made an 
address on government insurance that 
was both interesting and-~ instructive. 


Mr. Fellinger has been making a study 
of insurance as it is conducted by the 
German government, and is well in- 
formed on its working and results. 





Decision on False Representations 

In a case in which the A&tna Life was 
interested, the Indiana appellate court 
holds that an insurance contract is not 
made void, ipso facto, by breach of the 
condition upon which it issues: that 
where an habitual user of intoxicating 





liquor was importuned by a life insur- 
ance agent to take a policy and refused, 
but finally made application for a smaller 
amount, falsely stating that he did not 
use intoxicating liquor, and the agent, 
knowing such statements were false, de- 
livered the policy and the company there- 
after collected and accepted premiums 
till the policyholder died, the company is 
liable, although the policy declared cor- 
rect answers to questions in the applica- 
tion to be a condition precedent to the 
taking effect of the insurance. 





TURNER TAKES FIRM POSITION 


He Will Not Yield’ to 
Trades Union Tactics of 
Medical Societies 


Says the 





President Turner of the Security Mu- 
tual has taken a positive stand on the 
subject of medical examiners’ fees, in 
view of the combination of physicians 
in numerous localities to force com- 
panies to pay a flat $5 fee in every case. 
President Turner says: 


Recent legislation, which applies to all 
New York state companies, positively limits 
the amount which the companies can ex- 
pend in procuring new business, and it is 
expressly provided that such expense shall 
include medical examiners’ fees and inspec- 
tions. It is our desire and intention that 
the amount which we can expend for new 
business shall be equitably apportioned 
between 


the agent and examiner in 
proportion to the value of his time 
and the services rendered the ap- 


plicant and the company, and it is our be- 
lief that in arriving at the fee schedule to 
be paid the examiner for his services, this 
has been accomplished. That this is the 
general belief of the managers of life in- 
surance companies is proven by the fact 
that the companies which write nearly 90 
percent of the gross business secured in 
the United States have adopted similar 
graded schedule of fees. 

There are many reasons (aside from re- 
strictive legislation) why a mutual com- 
pany should not pay a medical examiner 
the same fee for the examination of an 
applicant for $1,000 that it does for the 
examination of an applicant for ten or 
twenty times that amount. It is not 
equitable, neither is it right that in a 
mutual company the applicant for a small 
amount of insurance should be required to 
pay the same fee that does the applicant 
who applies for ten or twenty times the 
amount, or that the applicant for the large 
policy should be assessed to pay excessive 
initiative expenses on the smaller policy. 
Certainly a client would properly object to 
paying his attorney as large a retainer in 
a suit where one hundred dollars was in- 
volved, as he would in a case _ which 
involved thousands of dollars, and to a 
certain extent the professional services of 
the medical examiner should be correspond- 
ingly based upon the amount involved. 
The agent’s compensation, and the loading 
for expenses of management are condi- 
tioned upon the amount applied for, and 
in foree, and to a certain and reasonable 
extent the fees of the medical examiner 
should be adjusted on the same basis. 

In so far as this company is concerned, 
it must be understood that in no case wijl 
the fee to any examiner be increased be- 
yond the published rates, and that if an 
excessive fee is required, another physician 
must he appointed, and that if no reputable 
physician can be obtained who is willing 
to make examinations for our fee schedule, 
we will withdraw from the locality con- 
trolled by such an unwise combination, 
which we are very happy to say exists at 
the present time only in a few rural dis- 
tricts. 





Will Refund the Money 


Commissioner Folk of Tennessee has 
been assured by the New York Life and 
Mutual that any funds these companies 
have expended in the interest of the 
election for the administration ticket in 
that state will be refunded. Manager 
T. C. Hindman of the Mutual Life at 
Nashville made an affidavit before Com- 
missioner Folk, in which he stated that 
General Manager Dudley of Baltimore 
gave him instructions to make advances to 
agents to solicit votes. President Pea- 
body of the Mutual assured Commissioner 
Folk that the expenditure was not au- 
thorized by the company and would be 
refunded.

WILL GO AFTER THE REBATERS 





Some of the Chicago General Agents 
Say They Propose to Use 
Vigorous Methods 





Even if the committee that was ap- 
pointed at the Chicago meeting to 
handle the rebate situation does not 
accomplish anything, it is likely that 
some of the managers will get together 
on a more limited basis and under- 
take the prosecution of rebating. There 
has been some quiet talk in this direc- 
tion, as a few general agents believe 
that the agents and companies should 
be brought to time along this line. 
Another thing that a number of agents 
object to is the large class of “help- 
ers” who carry agency contracts, but do 
but little business. It is argued that 
such men are really licensed so they 
can receive rebates on their own busi- 
ness and probably a few of their 
friends or members of their families. 
The tocsin of these men will be “Life 
insurance for the regular agent.” They 
believe in protecting the agents abso 
lutely and not allowing them to give 
up a cent of their commissions to out- 
siders. 





Burnham Sentenced to Prison 


George Burnham Jr., general counsel 
for the Mutual Reserve Life, recently 
convicted of larceny, has been sentenced 
to serve two years in state prison. 
Sentence was passed by Justice Green- 
baum in the supreme court in New 
fork City, who granted a motion for 
a stay of execution until Thursday, 
when counsel for the prisoner will pre- 
sent papers for an appeal. 

The indictment of Mr. Burnham, to- 
gether with his brother, F. A. Burnham, 
president of the Mutual Reserve, and 
George D. Eldredge, a vice-president of 
the company, resulted from disclosures 
made at the legislative insurance inves- 
tigation a year ago. The specific charge 
upon which Mr. Burnham was convicted 
was the larceny of $7,500 of the com- 
pany’s funds by paying that amount to 
counsel representing James D. Wells in 
settlement of a loan of $5,575 alleged to 
have been made by Mr. Wells to Presi- 
dent Frederick A. Burnham. President 
Burnham and George D. Eldredge are 
at liberty under bonds of $20,000 and 
$15,000 respectively. 





Little Change at Cleveland 


No change in general agents has yet 
resulted in Cleveland as a result of the 
new commission contracts companies 
were compelled to make as a result of 
the Armstrong laws. Some of the so- 
licitors have given up the business and 
gone into other lines of work, but the 
number is smaller than would naturally 
have been expected. 


Officers Answer Criticisms 

President Palmer of the Northwestern 
Mutual Life has issued a letter of con- 
siderable length to policyholders, in which 
he takes issue with the Wisconsin in- 
vestigating committee on a number of 
statements of fact. He denies that the 
officers have been guilty of any “manip- 
ulation of the company’s business for 
personal gain,” that they have discrim- 
inated as between policyholders or classes 
of policyholders, or that they have with- 
held information of benefit to policyhold- 
‘ers. Judge Palmer then discusses vari- 
ous portions of the report, in which the 
company was criticized, explaining the 
company’s action in each case. 

In a brief interview President Clark of 
the Union Central denounces as false and 





ridiculous the charges made by the com- 
mittee that stockholders of that company 
have always come out ahead when their 
interests and those of policyholders con- 
flicted. 





Kirk to Be President 


F. M. Hubbell, president of the Equit- 
able Life of Iowa, will retire at the time 
of the company’s fortieth annual meeting, 
Jan. 8, in order to devote some time to 
travel and to conserve his health. It is 
expected that Vice-President Cyrus Kirk 
will be advanced to the presidency. Mr. 
Hubbell helped organize the company in 
1867, and has been connected with it 
ever since. F. C. Hubbell probably will 
become vice-president. 





TELLS HISTORY OF MOVEMENT 





Senator Ward of Cleveland Makes 
Statement About Ohio Policy- 
holders Association 





Policyholders of the New York Life 
about Cleveland and northern Ohio were 
rather surprised last week to receive let- 
ters from Senator P. W. Ward and At- 
torney J. B. Fay, asking for proxies. Mr. 
Ward stated to newspaper men that he 
was supporting the administration ticket 
and that he believed the leaders of the 
outside movement were endeavoring to 
form a pool of the three big companies 
and that conditions would be worse than 
they had been in the past. 

Mr. Ward said-that last year the late 
President Pattison of the Union Central 
Life feared the work of Thomas W. 
Lawson would interfere with his cam- 
paign for governor and conceived the idea 
of forming a policyholders’ association in 
Ohio. For this purpose he contributed 
$1,000 for expenses. J. H. Woodward of 
Cincinnati was put in charge of the asso- 
ciation and conducted a campaign for 
proxies, while George R. Scrugham 
looked after the legislature last winter. 
Such was the success of Woodward that 
the insurance question did not become an 
issue in the campaign. Scrugham later 
joined issues with Samuel Untermeyer of 
New York in urging the passage of the 
bills that were framed in New York, but 
they died in the hopper. Mr. Ward said 
that in conversations with both Scrugham 
and Untermeyer, he had learned that 
their idea was to break the present con- 
trol of the companies and get the control 
in their own hands. The proxies were to 
be gotten through the general agents of 
the companies, who would be offered bet- 
ter contracts in case they succeeded in 
their endeavors. 

The Ohio association was grafted onto 
the International Policyholders Commit- 
tee at the close of the Pattison cam- 
paign, and it is said that this has been 
syndicated with a number of New York 
financiers for the purpose of securing 
control of the companies, with the idea 
that great power would be gained through 
such a coup. Mr. Ward is opposed to 
any such measures. He says that his in- 
terest in the movement is taken as an in- 
dividual, and not as chairman of the in- 
surance committee of the state senate.

Bankers Union Out for Business 

The Bankers Union of Chicago is 
now organizing its field to make a 
stronger drive for business. Maj. W. 
S. Heweston of Council Bluffs, Ia., be- 
comes superintendent of agents for 
Illinois, Jan. 1. The company operates 
on the lodge plan, having special agents 
to organize local “banks” and _ then 
appoint a local agent to carry on the 
work and solicit business. The main 
contract it writes is a “full face” pol- 
icy, half of which is reinsured on ten- 
year term rates by one of the Chicago 
legal reserve companies. 


AZtna Life’s New Contracts 


In changing its policies to conform 
to the annual dividend requirements of 
the New York law, the tna Life will 
make some other alterations also. One 
will be in the instalment options, which 
will be brought up to date, giving more 
plans on which the proceeds of a policy 
may be paid. The tna will issue 
both participating and nonparticipating 
policies, except in New York state. 

Its new commission scale to general 
agents is peculiar in that it provides 
for different commissions for different 
ages. On participating policies the 
commissions range from 55 percent for 
ordinary life above age so and 50 per- 
cent below age 50 down to 20 percent 
for 10-year endowments. On _ nonpar- 
ticipating policies the commissions range 
from 45 percent for ordinary life and 
20-payment life above age 50, and 25 
percent for ordinary life on younger 
ages down to 12% percent for 10-year 
endowments.

Columbian of Indianapolis . Proposes 
to Amalgamate with the Detroit 
Company 





A special meeting of the members of 
the Columbian Insurance Company of In- 
dianapolis, which writes accident, sick and 
death benefits, has been called for Jan. 
15 to consider the advisability of merging 
the company with the Federal Casualty of 
Detroit. The Federal was organized 
some weeks ago with a capital of $100,- 
ooo, V. D. Cliff, secretary of the United 
States Health & Accident, to become 
president of the Federal on Jan. 1. 

No doubt the amalgamation deal will 
go through, which will give the combined 
company in addition to its capital a sur- 
plus and other assets amounting to about 
$100,000. It is proposed to make C. H. 
Brackett, the secretary and manager of 
the Columbian, secretary of the Federal. 
The Columbian was formerly the Colum- 
bian Relief Fund and has all along had 
a successful and honorable career. By 
merging with the Federal it will mean a 
larger company with better protection to 
policyholders and will afford a larger 
momentum for its activities. The amal- 
gamation would enable the Federal to 
start with 25,000 policyholders the first of 
the year. 





Accident Men Meet 


The accident underwriters of Cincin- 
nati enjoyed a dinner at the Havlin 
Hotel last Thursday evening. It was 
an entire success and reflected much 
credit on the accident men of the Queen 
City. President Ike Bloom presided 
and it was felt that these occasional 
dinners alone were of sufficient value 
and interest to justify the organization 
and the $2 quarterly dues. Another 
dinner will be held next month at the 
annual meeting, and it is expected that 
every company representative will be a 
member by that time. 





May Reorganize the Association 


The Chicago Surety Underwriters As- 
sociation may reorganize soon after the 
first of the year along lines that will be 
more advantageous. There has been con- 
siderable complaint regarding the loose- 
ness of some of the companies in the 
organization as to rates, and it is the de- 
sire on part of those companies which 
want adequate rates and good practices 
to have the organization more strict in 
its enforcement of the rules. 





Ohio Casualty Incorporated 

The Ohio Casualty Company of Colum- 
bus was incorporated last week with 
$100,000 capital stock by Tod B. Galloway, 
who was Gov. Myron T. Herrick’s private 
secretary; W. D. Brickell, former propri- 
etor of the Columbus Dispatch; C. E. 
Richards; R. Grosvenor Hutchins, vice- 
president of the Jeffrey Manufacturing 
Company ; Frank R. Shinn, cashier of 
the Citizens Savings Bank, and John R. 
Horst. _ The company is to have its chief 
offices in Columbus and will engage in a 
general casualty insurance business, being 
the first company of such character to be 
organized in Ohio. 





Goes With the Great Eastern 

T. H. Schwartz, formerly business man- 
ager of the Insurance Press and who is 
well and favorably known throughout the 
entire country, will become superintendent 
of agents of the Great Eastern Casualty, 
an. 1. Mr. Schwartz will be a strong 
man in his new work. 





Organize Pacific Mutual indemnity 

The Pacific Mutual Life will retire 
from New York on Jan. 1, and as the 
new laws will not permit a company to 
retire from writing life insurance in the 
state and continue to write accident, the 
Pacific Mutual has organized the Pacific 

utual Indemnity under the laws of Cali- 
fornia, which will take over the accident 





and health business of the Pacific Mutual 
Life in any states where legislation will 
not permit it to write life as well as acci- 
dent and health insurance. The Pacific 
Mutual Indemnity will enter New York 
to take over the accident and health busi- 
ness of the Pacific Mutual. In all states 
where there are no laws that will pro- 
hibit writing the three lines of business, 
the Pacific Mutual will continue the same 
as before. 





A Gambling Proposition 

A manager of an amateur handball 
team which is to tour this country and 
some others was in the market for 
accident insurance in Chicago the other 
day. The members received no com- 
pensation, but had their expenses paid. 
He desired either a blanket policy or 
a specific one for each man, he to be 
the beneficiary. He was turned down, 
as it appeared to be purely a gambling 
proposition. 





INTEREST IN UNITED SURETY 





Reported Services of a Prominent New 
Yorker Have Been Sought 
for the Company 





Interest in the affairs of the United 
Surety continues unabated. Surety un- 
derwriters who are friendly to it or its 
general manager regret that it is having 
to undergo such a pounding. ‘hey do 
not see how its business can avoid be- 
ing hurt. Nevertheless General Manager 
Brown wrote to a friend recently that 
the business received on the day he 
wrote was the largest for any one day 
in the company’s history, so its agents 
do not appear to be letting the changes 
at the home office affect them. 

It appears that two unfriendly factions 
were in the company. The Commercial 
and Farmers Bank and its allies held the 
controlling interest, and naturally wanted 
the value of their stock to stay up. 
This element wanted to sell because of 
objections made to the bank’s carrying 
so much United Surety stock as an asset. 
lt wanted to sell high, however. The 
ether faction wanted to buy low and 
commenced to hammer the stock As 
Mr. Knabe is close to the Commercial 
and Farmers Bank, it appears that his 
purchase of the stock puts the other fac- 
tion out of the running. 

It is reported that the new owners have 
decided upon a complete change in the 
personnel of the executive staff of the 
company. To this end, so the report says, 
efforts have been made to secure the 
services of a prominent New York surety 
underwriter, who is thoroughly familiar 
with the Baltimore local situation. 
While the mention of his name has been 
carefully avoided, the one man who ap- 
pears most completely to fill the descrip- 
tion is Samuel H. Shriver, secretary of 
the National Surety, formerly at the 
home office of the American Bonding. 
Mr. Shriver left the American Bonding 
because of what he regarded as very un- 
fair treatment. If he has been called to 
the United Surety, and should he accept 
the call, it might cause development 
worth watching. It is not believed he 
would accept unless given a free hand. 
If he should be given a free hand, he 
is a big enough man to make the United 
Surety a factor. This is no reflection 
on General Manager Brown, who went 
to Baltimore with a fight in the com- 
pany and has scarcely seen a week of 
real peace since he took hold. 


The Retail Liquor Dealers Association 
of New York, which has been considering 
the organization of a surety company to 
carry the excise bonds of its membcrs, 
having complained that rates exacted by 
the companies were too high, has now 
purchased 600 shares of stock in the 
United Surety and has secured a contract 
to represent the United for excise busi- 
ness in New York. 





Discuss Teams Insurance 


Liability officials were in conference 
last week on teams insurance, which has 
proved unprofitable for the most part. 
It was agreed that something should be 
done to improve conditions and a com- 
mittee was appointed to compile the ex- 





perience so that companies may learn at 
what rates the business can be written. 
President Stone of the Maryland Casualty 
was president of the meeting and F 
Law of the Fidelity & Casualty, secretary. 
Other companies represented were the 
Travelers, AZtna Life, Employers Liabil- 
ity, General Accident, United States 
Casualty, London Guarantee, Casualty 
Company of America, New Amsterdam 
and Frankfort. 





BIG LIABILITY LINES ARE UP 





Comment on Some of the Live Issues 
Among the Chicago General 
Agencies 





Two large lines of liability insurance 
are coming up for renewal the first of 
the year in Chicago, and the local man- 
agers are making their bids and laying 
wires to get them. They are the Inter- 
national Harvester Company line and the 
combined line of the Chicago Edison 
Company and Commonwealth Electric 
Company. The Aitna Life now has the 
business. The London Guarantee form- 
erly had these lines, but they were lost 
to the Aitna. Inasmuch as the London 
Guarantee formerly had the Nelson Mor- 
ris packing line, which was lost, but got- 
ten back this year, it may go after these 
other lines. The arrangement with the 
London Guarantee’s general agents on the 
packing line postpones their commission 
on this business until the London figures 
up its experience at the end of the con- 
tract. 

The London’s business in Chicago and 
Illinois has shaped up nicely, and it has 
reached a point where it probably feels 
that it is able to grant some concessions. 

x * * 

The liability companies to some extent 
are following this rule of compensating 
general agents according to the experi- 
ence of the company on a certain class 
or certain risk, rather than give the full 
general agency commission as on ordi- 
nary business, especially where the 
previous experience of the company has 
not been favorable. A company may feel 
that, if the general agent is willing to 
sacrifice a part of his commission or 
choose to make his compensation con- 
tingent on the profits, it would be able 
to carry lines that it otherwise would 
turn down. Some time ago one of the 
companies in writing a sewer contract in 
Chicago made an arrangement with the 
assured that his rate was to be at such 
a figure provided the claims were kept 
within a certain limit. If they went 
above that limit, he was to pay 1 per- 
cent extra. . 
*x* * 

Chicago liability men are interested in 
the company conference on team risks in 
New York. Chicago is one of the cities 
where the experience in this line has 
been very unprofitable, owing to the con- 
gestion of the streets and the difficulty 
in getting good witnesses to an accident. 
Some of the companies have practically 
cut out teams’ business, but would be 
willing to write this class again if ade- 
quate rates were secured. 

* * * 

One of the companies that writes indus- 
trial accident business is placing a few 
contracts with concerns which have a 
large number of employes, giving a lia- 
bility policy free if 75 percent of the 
employes will take accident insurance, and 
furthermore if this percentage will be 
maintained. Some few contracts have 
been closed, but the difficulty seems to 
be to hold the business up to the re- 
quired percentage. While employes on 
the start will take out policies, the lapse 
ratio is rather heavy. 





Peculiar Teams Case 

Where concerns hire teaming done 
by contract and really control the move- 
ment of teams, although they do not 
own them, it is acknowledged they can 
be held liable for injuries. A case 
came up in Chicago recently where a 
firm contracted with a teaming concern 
at so much a load to haul goods, sim- 
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ply directing the teamsters where to 
go. This is taken to be about the same 
as employing an expressman to deliver 
goods. The name of the firm, however, 
appears on the wagons. The firm de- 
cided it might be held for contingent 
liability. The liability company that 
wrote the policy concluded that its func- 
tion will be to investigate accidents a:.! 
get suits dismissed. It does not believ: 
the firm can be held liable. 





Two Classes of Policies 


In a recent circular to agents, the 
Metropolitan Casualty makes the fol- 
lowing observations: 


In comparing the different accident poll- 
cies in the field it will be found that the 
contracts readily divide into two great 
classes—one class aiming to furnish the 
greatest possible protection against the 
most probable losses and the other class 
bristling with the most spectacular provi- 
sions for the remotest contingencies con- 
ceivable. We discuss these principles en- 
| without any desire to criticize the 
methods or motives of any other company, 
but wholly for the enlightenment of 
agents who should be fully alive to the 
distinction between the two classes of con- 
tracts. 

Some accident policies are quite obvi- 
ously formulated after an exhaustive search 
of claim records for the character of loss, or 
basis of claim least frequently experienced 
and most remote as a _ possibility. A 
trifling provision for such a contingency is 
then carried into the contract, it is elabo- 
rately “‘featured’’ and through agents and 
literature the policy is loudly proclaimed 
as an important ‘‘advance”’ in accident in- 
surance.

A committee from the Bankers Asso- 
ciation of Missouri had a hearing before 
Superintendent Vandiver relative to his 
ruling that the secretary of the association 
could not write fidelity insurance under 
his official title. Mr. Vandiver declined 
to revoke his ruling, holding that he 
could not license the Bankers association 
as an agent for another corporation. The 
only plan left open is for the secretary to 
write the bonds in approved companies 
as an individual agent and turn the profits 
into the Bankers association: under an 
agreement between himself and the asso- 
ciation, but he cannot solicit insurance as 
secretary.

SPRINKLED BUSINESS OF OMAHA 





Committee Reports That Half of It 
Will Go Outside of 
the City 


The special committee on sprinkled 
risks appointed by the Omaha Fire Un- 
derwriters Association to investigate the 
sprinkled business of Omaha submitted 
their report at the monthly meeting of the 
association, which was held Wednesday 
afternoon, Dec. 12, which is as follows: 


Your committee on sprinkled risks begs 
to report that there are now in Omaha 
twenty-nine risks eqnipped, or being 
equipped, with automatic sprinklers. 

The total insurance on buildings and 
stocks, on risks sprinkled and being 
sprinkled amounts to about ten million 
dollars, of which amount fully one-half 
will be placed outside of the Omaha 
agents. 

If this association will direct this com- 
mittee to take this matter up with the 
inspector’s office and see what, if any, 
means can be devised to regain their lost 
eprinkled business to the Omaha agents 
they will be pleased to do so. 


Inspector Beeson of Omaha has promul- 
gated a rate for the sprinkled risk of the 
Byrne & Hammer Wholesale Dry Goods 
Company of 25 cents on building and 30 
cents on stock, with the 90 percent clause 
attached. He also advises that the build- 
ing may be written for five years for three 
annual rates. The building in question 
has just been completed and is considered 
a most desirable risk, it being written for 
large lines by all of the leading companies. 

The last report on the sprinkler equip- 
ment in the Hayden Bros.’ department 
store at Omaha shows that the service 
is far from standard, in consequence of 
which companies are insisting upon collec- 
tion of the published rate of 1 percent, 
until proper improvements have been made 
in the equipment. 

As a result of this advance, amounting 
to 25 cents over last year’s rate, the risk 
is being placed outside, as Hayden Bros. 
claim there was no reason for the advance. 
They carry in the neighborhood of $500,000 
of insurance, and it has heretofore been 
placed with the local agents of Omaha, 
who regret to lose it.

WILL APPEAL THE LIBEL CASE 


Local Agent Williams Will Again Take 
an Appeal to Kansas Supreme 
Court 





The libel suit against A. B. Williams, 
a local agent of Parsons, Kan., who sent 
out a circular derogatory to the Farmers 
Alliance, a mutual, came up before trial 
again a few days ago, the case occupying 
two and one-half days, the jury bringing 
in a verdict of guilty on one count. 
When this case was tried in September, 
1905, the defendant was permitted to in- 
troduce about one-fourth of his evidence, 
which resulted in a verdict of guilty on 
eight counts. At the trial last week Mr. 
Williams was permitted to introduce 
about one-third of the evidence. A mo- 
tion for a new trial has been filed and 
unless granted the case will be taken 
again to the supreme court. Mr. Will- 
iams’ attorneys claim that the trial judge 
excluded testimony which the supreme 
court decided was permissible when it 
passed on the case in June. 





Legal Advertising in Minnesota 

Companies are already taking steps to 
prevent excess charges for the publica- 
tion of annual statements in the state of 
Minnesota. Last year some of the local 
agents arranged for the publication of 
these statements, without stipulation as to 
the cost of same, and the papers publish- 
ing the statements charged therefor more 
than the legal fees, which are not more 
than seventy-five cents per folio for the 
first insertion and thirty-five cents per 
folio for each subsequent insertion, a 
folio being equal to the space occupied 
by 250 ems of solid matter of the kind of 
type used. - 


Ordered to Quit 


The Missouri department has_ served 
notice upon the Progressive Town Mutual 
of Kansas City to cease writing new busi- 
ness. The affairs of this company are in 
bad shape, having no cash assets, and 
quite a number of unpaid fire losses. A 
receiver will doubtless be appointed. 


To Equip Lincoln Risks 

The merchants of Lincoln, Neb., have 
written a letter to the water commissioner 
stating that a number of Lincoln business 
firms are considering the installation of a 
sprinkler system, and that it will be 
necessary for the water department to 
carry sixty pounds’ pressure for domestic 
service, otherwise a penalty will be at- 
tached. Water Commissioner Deffen- 
baugh stated that when the new pump 
is installed it will be an easy matter to 
carry the pressure demanded. It will 





probably be several months before the 
pressure asked for can be secured. 
_ A prominent local agent at Lincoln 
is proposing to install a system of 
sprinklers in the different business houses 
gratis provided he is given a contract for 
the insurance for a term of years.

WANT FLAT ADVANCE REPEALED 


(Continued from Page 1) 
rates are fixed according to a tangible 
instrument showing just how each ele- 
ment is arrived at. In some cases, 
however, where schedules have been re- 
vised to absorb the previous flat ad- 
vance and rates are shot up several 
points, objection is offered because there 
have been three increases in the last 
two years. It happens that in some 
cases risks have been constructed ac- 
cording to the schedule in vogue at that 
time and now they find their basis rate 
increasing again. 
Hostility Has Been Engendered 

Undoubtedly the flat advance together 
with the increases and changes in 
schedules has incurred much hostility on 
part of the assured in a number of lo- 
calities. 

In spite of the energy of companies to 
_ get the rates, the agents find themselves 
confronted with what seems to be an 
impregnable wall of opposition, The 
assured claims that he will give his busi- 
ness to mutuals or outside companies. 
Little Improvement Until Statement Time 

A number of the underwriters do not 
feel that there will be much improve- 
ment until statement time, as there are 
too many companies that are intensely 
eager for business following the San 
Francisco disaster and intend to get all 
the premiums they can, even if they 
have to take it at the old rates. 

Along with the flat advance trouble 
comes the schedule that in many cases 
does not seem to be constructed on rea- 
sonable lines, and which probably will 
have to be gotten on a system similar 
to the Dean mercantile schedule. 

Nonunion Competition 

As to the nonunion competition, some 
Western Union members seem to feel 
that the trouble is largely within the 
union ranks and is not due to outsiders 
as much as many try to make believe it 
is. The larger nonunion companies are 
cooperating very strongly, but the main 
trouble seems to be with the smaller 
companies, most of which have recently 
entered the field for general business, 
and in order to get a foothold write at 
the old rates and pay excess commis- 
sions. 

_ It is the feeling of some of the observ- 
ing union managers that the bugbear of 
nonunion competition is greatly magnified. 
It is used largely as a pretext not to get 
the advance. In numerous cases where 
the nonunion companies have been 
charged with irregularities, an investiga- 
tion finds that the charge was unfounded. 





Agents and assured in many instances 
claim that they have nonunion bids when 
at a matter of fact they have not. It 
seems to be true that the union in the 
present emergency is not able to control 
its own people and nonunion competi- 
tion is set up as a good excuse for vio- 
lating the rules. 
Where the Advance Applies 

The following are the advances made 
last June, the same to be in effect until 
revised schedules could be applied taking 
in the higher figures: 

Iron and metal workers, 30 percent ; col- 
leges and schools (unless rated under the 
schedule of May, 1904), 25 percent; boot 
and shoe factories (not rated under the 


January, 1906, schedule), 40 percent; 
paper mills, 50 percent; churches (not 
rated under schedule), 20 percent; 


terminal elevators and contents, 20 per- 

cent; flour mills, 20 percent; furniture 

factories, 15 percent; summer hotels, 25 

percent; saw mills, 15 percent; mercantile 

stocks in brick and frame buildings (5th 

and 6th class towns exempt), 20 percent. 
Attitude of Field Men 


At the time these advances were pro- 
mulgated it was thought the companies 
desired the increases, but it has since be- 
come apparent that many field men have 
not given the advance their hearty co- 
operation, and in some instances, it is 
claimed that this nonsupport of the field 
men has reflected the attitude of their 
companies. In many places much diffi- 
culty is being experienced in securing 
the advance, while at other points there 
is no trouble, as the local agents have 
acted regardless of the failure of their 
companies to issue the necessary instruc- 
tions. As a consequence of this lack of 
uniformity in practice, the companies are 
crying out against the flat advance. 





SEEKING TO ENJOIN FRANKLIN 





Stockholder Tries to Prevent the In- 
crease in the Capital Stock 
of the Company 


Joseph Shields, administrator of the 
estate of Sarah A. Shields, has filed an 
injunction suit in the common pleas court 
at Philadelphia attacking the action of 
the directors of the Franklin Fire in in- 
creasing its stock. The directors pro- 
posed to increase the capital to $1,000,000 
and this plan was subsequently ratified by 
the stockholders when an amendment was 
made to the company’s charter. Accord- 
ing to the complaint the directors, acting 
under the authority of the insurance com- 
missioners, reduced the capital from 
$400,000 to $100,000 at a par value of $25 
a share. Subsequently a notice was issued 
to stockholders that the capital would be 
increased by issuing 12,000 additional 
shares, par value $25, to be sold at $50. 

This action, the complaint says, was 
taken without any previous notice to 
stockholders and without allowing them 
an opportunity to pass on the increase. 
Although the directors are empowered to 
make the increase under the charter 
amendment, Shields maintains that the in- 
crease was illegal and in violation of the 
interests of the company. 





FOLK IN A PROBING PROCESS 





Investigates the Tennessee Inspection 
Bureau and the Field Club— 
Business Men’s Move 





Commissioner Folk of Tennessee has 
been investigating the Tennessee In- 
spection Bureau and the Tennessee Field 
Club. His object is to ascertain the 
system by which these organizations 
operate and to find out if the laws are 
being violated. The commissioner may 
make some recommendations to the leg- 
islature affecting such organizations. 
Manager Wheeler of the inspection bu- 
reau was before the commissioner and 
stated that his bureau made advisory 
rates, which he sold to any company 
that desired them. He declared that no 
agreement existed among the companies 
to abide by these rates.

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tified that its purpose is to better con- 
ditions in the field by inspections, an 
interchange of information regarding 
hazards of all kinds, and such matters 
as tend to reduce the fire waste. He 
claimed that the club had nothing to 
do —— with the making and en- 
rcing of rates. 

for he insamnnne committee of the Nash- 
ville board of trade is taking up the 
subject of insurance measures with 
other business organizations and legis- 
lators. The features the committee de- 
sires to see enacted are: More and 
cheaper insurance; a state fire marshal 
law; a law requiring a standard form 
of policy; encouragement of the people 
to establish home stock fire insurance 
companies; a law prohibiting any in- 
surance company from insuring any 
building or risk above its actual value; 
a law granting the right of all fire 
insurance companies doing business in 
the state to insure sprinklers, pumps 
and other apparatus; a law providing 
a standard flue chimney and _ specific 
methods of electrical installation and 
maintenance. 


MR. STODDART'S NOTABLE LIFE

tility came when the Hartford became 
sponsor. Theretofore it had operated in 
a field where the constituent compa- 
nies did not, but when the Hartford 
took the plant, underwriters at once 
saw the far-reaching effects and numer- 
ous complications. 

Mr. Stoddart, however, was a 
fighter, and in every attack he stood his 
ground. Sometimes conditions seemed 
to have arrived at a breaking point, 
especially when some other companies 
began to push out “underwriters.” 
During more recent years the preju- 
dice has subsided, largely because the 
age of the New York Underwriters has 
given it the sanction of regularity and 
legality. 

* * * 

Mr. Stoddart introduced and first 
used the daily reports now in the 
hands of every local agent. He also 
was the first to employ other systems 
that have been adopted in the prosecu- 
tion of the business. 

* * * 

It was due to the veteran that the 
famous United States supreme court 
decision of Paul vs. Virginia was de- 
cided, a case whose name to readers 
of fiction savors of romance and love. 
Mr. Stoddart contended that insurance 
was commerce. He had the New York 
Underwriters agent at Petersburg, Va., 
Samuel B. Paul, begin proceedings to 
test the issue. Mr. Stoddart’s conten- 
tions were not sustained, but the cele- 
brated case has been used as the basis 
for the promulgation of principles reg- 
ulating interstate operations of corpora- 
tions in a large measure. 

Mr. Stoddart was one of the organ- 
izers of the National board and West- 
ern Union, and fought many battles in 
these organizations. 

* * * 

Mr. Stoddart commenced his insur- 
ance career in Cincinnati in the office 
of J. B. Bennett, general agent of the 
#2tna, that school from which more 
prominent underwriters have been grad- 
uated than any other. He was sent in 
the field, traveling throughout the west 
and south. 

Mr. Stoddart had a wide personal 
acquaintance among insurance men in 
all sections, and others knew him by 
reputation. He was sole manager of 
the New York Underwriters from 1864 
to 1905, when he took his cousin, J. 
H. Stoddart, into partnership. 


One of Mr. Stoddart’s peculiar habits 
was whittling on a pencil or stick 
while he was thinking or talking. 

He had gathered together and filed 
away in a cabinet, in systematic order, 
a great mass of insurance informa- 
tion, probably one of the best collec- 
tions in the country. He was ever an 
adept hand at getting out statistics re- 
lating to the business. 





Big Loss Adjusted 

The Loss of the Mayfield (Ky.) 
Woolen Mills Company growing out of 
the fire of Oct. 6 has been adjusted 
The fire attracted wide attention be- 
cause an approved sprinkler system did 
not extinguish it. The loss at the time 
was said to be $325,000 on sound 
values of $363,000. The company put 
in proofs of $285,638.68, sound value, 
with salvage of $20,118.41, leaving the 
claim for net losses $265,525.27. The 
companies called in John Aukenbauer 
of Cincinnati, an expert bookkeeper, 
who -discovered loadings in the sound 
values amounting to $105,549 after go- 
ing over the boks of the concern since 
its organization. This, with salvage 
of $49,330, left the net loss at $132,- 
593, or about 49 percent of the origi- 
nal proofs. Payments will not be 
made until maturity.

POINTERS 


FOR LOCAL AGENTS. 














Since the National Association ot 
Local Agents went on record in favor of 
contingent commissions, the figures of the 
Continental, the leading contingent com- 
mission company, are of interest. Its 
experience runs thirty years. President 
Evans states that the contract has been 
practically unchanged during that time, 
providing for a 10 percent straight com- 
mission, with 15 percent of the earned 
commissions of the agency for the year, 
less actual agency expenses, including 
state and local taxes and licenses. These 
expenses are estimated at 15 percent, in- 
cluding the 10 percent straight commis- 
sion, and the plan works out as follows:

The Continental, in an analysis of its 
experience for one year, states that its 
premiums were divided among the agen- 
cies as follows:

This shows that nearly 73 percent of 
the premiums yield a commission exceed- 
ing 15 percent, and only 27 percent failed 
to get as high as 15 percent. 


_ With its accustomed regularity the ob- 
jectionable household furniture form once 
more comes under the limelight, and this 
time from St. Paul, Minn., where several 
of the most prominent agencies have 
launched the form which covers the prop- 
erty of the assured, or any member of 
the family, including guests and servants, 
and which also covers family wearing 
apnarel, personal effects or equipments, 
which may temporarily be undergoing re- 
pairs in any location in the city, loss 
limited in other than the orginal location 
to 5 percent of the amount covering the 


property. 

The trouble with that portion of the 
form covering property of guests and 
servants is the absence of any union rule 
governing same, hence the objectionable 
innovation has been allowed to creep in, 
from time to time, at various points. The 
companies consider this feature as one 
which will result in-more harm to a com- 
pany, agent and assured than can possi- 
bly be offset by any advantage to either. 

The provision as to liability at other 
locations while undergoing repairs, how- 
ever, is a clear violation of union rules 
and rates. Of rules, because it is a 
blanket policy without the 90 percent re- 
duced rate clause, which cannot be ap- 
plied in Minnesota and some other states. 

rate, because any property which 
might be removed to a different location 
for the purpose stated, would in all prob- 
ability cover where the rate would be 





much higher than in the oa, Com- 
panies are instructing their St. Paul 
agents to abolish the use of this form, 
and propose to watch other points closely 
and head off a general use of it. 


Since the recent adoption of rates and 
forms for rent and rental value insurance 
the governing committee of the Western 
Union has received many inquiries as to 
writing this class of business without co- 
insurance or its equivalent, and the fol- 
lowing form has been adopted, the rate 
to be the same as applying on the build- 
ing: 

MERCANTILE RENT FORM NO. 3. 
On the rents of the .... story 
roof, situate 
“It is understood and agreed that in case 
the above-named building or any part 
thereof shall be rendered untenantable by 
fire, this company shall be liable to the 
assured for the actual loss of rents ensu- 
ing therefrom, not exceeding the sum in- 
sured, to be computed from the date of 
the occurrence of said fire and to be deter- 
mined by the time it would require to 
put the premises in tenantable condition. 
Other concurrent insurance permitted. 


Question—Why do some comparies 
give their field men the title of “special 
agent,” and others, “state agent?” 

ANSWER.—Some companies have only 
special agents in the field while others 
have both special and state agents. Of 
the latter the state agent is supposed to 
be responsible for the doings in his ter- 
ritory, while the special arnt in the 
same state is his helper and generally 
works under his supervision, m.uking all 
reports to him, which are passed upon by 
the state agent and then sent forward to 
the head office. The title often goes for 
naught, however, as the good work done 
by a special agent is generally apprecia:ed 
at headquarters as much as the successful 
efforts of the one who travels under the 
style of state agent.
